PASTEURIZED MILK. 

Hi^h Temperature Produces Unfav- 
orable Changes in Milk. 

It is easy enough, by prolonged 
and repeated applications of a high 
temperature, to keep milk apparent- 
ly unchanged, but the jsiint aimed 
at all ulong has been to devise a way 
by which it might be made sterile 
with t ho least jxiftsihlc interference 
with its nutritive qualities. Inves- 
tigation lias demonstrated that milk 
subjected to lengthy boiling under 
pressure is in many ways unsuited 
to t lie digestion of an infant. Chem- 
ical analyses have proved what ex- 
perience has shown to be the ease — 
namely, that miUc sterilized by the 
higher and prolonged temperature is 
not fit for administration to an in- 
fant.

Hut, 
while tiie foregoing explains how 
the dust makes tiie whole vault of 
heaven light, it does not expluin 
why it is chiefly tiie blue rays of the 
white sunlight that are reflected 
and only to a small extent the green, 
yellow and red rays. 

This is dependent on the size of 
tiie dust particles. It is only tho 
finest of them that are borne by tho 
air currents into every stratum of 
i uir, und it Is only these tine, widely- 
diffused dust particles that ure of 
any significance in this connection. 
Now let us consider tiie mechan- 
ism of iight und tiie extreme short- 
, ness of the ether waves which con- 
stitutes its essence. Those waves, al- 
though ull microscopically small, vary 
! considerably in length. The fine at- 
mospheric dust iiieludi-s many parti- 
I eles lu-ge enough to reflect the short, 
blue ether waves, fewer particles 
j capable of reflecting green and yel- 
low, and still fewer large enough to 
influence the long, red ethereal 
waves. Tiie red light, consequently, 
pusses through the great majority 
of the dust-particles comparatively 
unhindered. The blue rays, on the 
contrary, are intercepted and di- 
fussetl. and so Ix'come visible. This 
is the reason that tiie finest dust — 
and so too, the tlrinument — appears 
blue. 

So, then, the finest dust appears 
blue. You may observe that tho 
wreath that curls upward from the 
burning end of u cigar is blue, while 
the smoke drawn through and ex- 
haled is whitish. The particles, in 
tiie latter case, have united und be- 
come' large enough to reflect white 
light. So, too, in the country, cm a 
cleur Jay, tho sky is blue, but in the 
city it uppears whitish, because of 
tho great number of course dust pur- 
ticies in the air. It is es|K‘cially on 1 
mountain heights that the sky is so 
intensely blue, because the rarified 
atmosphere supports only the finest 
dust particles. 

At great height the sky would be : 
almost black if there were no dust ! 
particles in suspension. We see it

*on. Hut why is tiie sky in Italy 
and in tiie tropica so much deeper 
blue than with us? Is thedust finer , 
there? As u fact, it really is. Not ! 
that finer dust rises there, but in 
our climate tho dust particles are, 
soon saturated with water vapor, 
which mukcH them coarser. In 1 
warmer regions, however, the vapor 
retains its w-atery character, und

THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY 
AND THE TARIFF. 

So much is written and spoken on 
the Tariff question these days that a 
notice of the positions of the Demo* 
cratic party on the question at differ, 
ent times in its Hwtnrv should not be 
uninteresting. With this in view the 
following complete list of Democratic 
Tarifl planks is giveu in the hope that 
it may serve both to interest and in. 
struct. The reader should preserve 
this copy of The Republican for fu*‘ 
ture reference. 

In 1832 for the first time all Pres- 
idential candidates were nominated 
by National Conventions and for the 
first time the Democratic party 
adopted a platform. The Conven* 
tion met at Baltimore, Md., March 
22, 1832, and nominated Jackson 
tor re-election. The platform was 
adopted at a ratification meeting at 
Washington City, May 11, of the 
same year, There are only three 
planks in that first platform and the 
first plank is as follows: 

“Resolved, That an adequate pro- 
tection to American industry is indis- 
pensiblc to the* prosperity of the 
country; and that an abandonment 
of the policy at this period would be 
attended with consequences ruinous 
to the best interests of the nation.” 

It no doubt sounds strange to those 
who are familiar with recent Demo- 
cratic utterances on the Tarifl that 
the very first paragraph of the first 
Democratic platform and one, too, 
on which Jackson himself was elect- 
ed, should have declared so strongly 
and unmistakably for Protection, but 
such is true beyond cavil or contradic- 
tion. 

In 1836, the Democrats adopted no 
platform. 

The following is tbe reference to 
the Tarifl question in tbe Democratic 
platform of I84O: 

“Resolved, That justice and 
sound policy forbid the Federal Gov- 
ernment to foster one branch of in- 
dustry to the detriment of another, 
or to cherish the interests of one por- 
tion to the injury of another portion 
of our common country." 

Tbe platform, of I844, re adopts tbe 
Tariff plank of 1840. It is well for 
the student to bear in mind that it 
was during the campaign of this year 
in which Henry Clay aud James K. 

Polk were candidates, that through 
the most heinous deception ever prae* 
ticed upon any people, Mr. Polk 
succeeded in carrying the Protectiou 
Stale of Pennsylvania, by professing 
to be friendly to Protection, while 
in fact he was at heart a rabid Free 
Trader. 

The platform of I848 again re- 
adopts the Tariff plank of I84O as 
above atd adds in another pace; 

“Resolved, That the fruits of the 
great political triumph ol 1844, which 
elected James K. Polk and George 
M. Dallas, have fulfilled the hopes of 
the Democracy of the Union, in the 
noble impulse given to the cause of 
Free Trade by the repeal of the Tariff 
of 1842, and the creation of the more 
equal, honest and productive tariff 
of 1846; that the confidence of the 
Democracy of the Union in the prin- 
ciples, capacity, firnities and integri- 
ty of James K. Folk, manifested by 
his nomination and election in 1844, 
has been signally justified by the 
strictness of hie adherence to sound 
Democratic doctrines," 

Again in 1852 the Tariff plank of 
I84O was re-adopted. 

Iu 1856 the Tariff' plank of 18-JO is 
incorporated into the platform word 
for word in addition to another plank 
as follows; 

“Resolved, That there are ques- 
tions connected with the foreign poli- 
cy of this country, which are inferior 
to no domestic question whatever. 

The time has come for the people of 
the United States to declare them- 
selves in favor of free sens and pro- 
gressive free trade throughout the 
world, and by solemn manifestations, 
to place their moral influence at the 
side of their successful example.” 

The Douglas Convention iu 1860 re- 
adopted the platforms of 1856 in tbe 
following language: 

“Resolved, That we the Democ- 
racy of the Union, in convention as- 
sembled , hereby declare our affirm- 
ance of the resolutions ^unanimously 
adopted and declared as a platform of 
principles by the Democratic Conven- 
tion in Cincinnati in theyear of 1856, 
believing that Democratic principles 
are unchangeable in their nature, 
when applied to tbe same subject 
matters." 

The Breckeuridge Convention the 
same year "affirmed, ’’the platform ol 
1856. 

In 1 864 so much space was requir* 
ed by the Democratic Convention in 
declaring the war a failure that tbe 
Tariff question was not even mention- 
ed, Tbe platform of 1868 demands, 

"A Tariff for revenue upon foreign 
imports and such equal taxation un- 
der the Internal Revenue laws as will 
afford incidental protection to domes- 
tic manufactures, and as wilt, without 
impairing tbe revenue, impose the 
least burden upon and best, promote 
and encourage the great industrial 
interests ol the country." 

The Liberal Republican Conven- 
tion met in Cincinnati May 1,1872, 
aud nominated Horace Greelly for 
President. The Tariff question is 
met as follows; 

“And recognizing that there are 
in our midst honest, but irreconcilable 
differences of opinion with regard to 
the respective systems of protection 
and free trade, we remit the discuss- 
ion of the subject to the people in 
their Congressional districts and to 
the decision of the Congress theieon, 
wholly free from executive inter- 
ference or dictation." 

The Democratic Convention met 
at Baltimore July 9, 1872, ratified 
tbe Liberal Republican nominations 1 
and adopted the Liberal Republican I 
platform including tbe Tariff plank 
as above. | 

In 1876 the platform adopted by 
tbe Democratic Convention contained 1 
tbe following: 

"We denounce the present tariff 
levied upon nearly 4,000 articles, as 
a masterpiece of injustice, inequality 1 4, 1894, 



and false pretense. • # • 

We demand that all custom house j 
taxation shall be only for revenue." | 
In 1880 the platform “declares” for 
"A tariff for revenue only.” 

In 1884, the year ot Cleveland's 
first election, tbe Democratic Tariff ; 
plank was as follows: 

“Knowing full well, however, that 
legislation affecting the operations ot 
the people should be cautious and | 
conservative in methods, not in ad- I 
vance of public opinion, but respon- I 
sive to its demands the Democratic 
party is pledged to revise the tariff in 
a spirit of fairness to all interests. 
But in making reduction in taxes, it 
is not proposed to injure any domes- 
tic industries, but rather to promote 
their healthy growth. From the 
foundations of this Government taxes 
collected at the Custom House have 
been tlie chief source ol Federal reve- 
nue. Such they must continue to do.

Tlie necessary 
reduction and taxation can end must 
be effected without depriving Ameri- 
can labor ot the ability to compete 
successfully with foreign labot and 
without imposing lower rates of duty 
than will be ample to cover any in- 
creased cost ol production, which 
may exist in consequence of the 
higher rates of wages prevailing in 
this country. Sufficient revenue to 
pay all the expenses of the Federal 
Government economically adminis- 
tered, including pensions, interest 
and principle ot the public debt, can 
be got under our present system of 
taxation from the Custom House tax- 
es on fewer imported articles bearing 
heaviest on articles of luxury and 
lighter on articles of necessity. We, 
therefore, denounce the abuses of the 
existing tarifl; and subject to the 
preceding limitations, we demand 
that Federal taxation shall be exclus- 
ively for public purposes, and shall 
not exceed the needs of the Govern- 
ment economically administered." 

The Democratic Tariff plank for 
1888 is as follows: 

•‘Our established domestic indus- 
tries and enterprises should not and 
need not be endangered by the reduc- 
tion and correction of the burdens 
of taxation. On the contrary, a fair 

and careful revision of oar tax laws, 
with due allowance for the difference 
between the wages of American and 
foreign labor, must promote and 
encourage every branch of such in- 
dustries and enterprises by givinit 
them assurance of an extended mark- 
et and steady and continuous opera- 
tions. In the interest of American 
labor, which should in no event be 
neglected, the revision of our tax 
laws contemplated by the Democratic 
party should promote the advantage 
ot such labor by cheapening the cost 
of necessaries of lite in the home of 
every workingman, and at the same 
time securing to him steady and re- 
munerative employment.” 

In 1892 the Democratic pla'form 
declared: 

"We denounce Republican Protec- 
tion as a fraud, a robbery of the great 
majority of the American people for 
the benefit of the few. We declare 
it to be a fundamental principle of 
the Democratic party that the Federal 
Government has no Constitutional 
power to impose and collect tariff du- 
ties, except for the purpose of reve- 
nue only." 

Space forbids any comments this 
issue but some may be made later. 
In tbe meantime, the reader should 
call upon his Democratic neighbors to 
tell him when the Democratic party 
is right? Whether iu 1832. when it 
declares tor Protectiou, or in 1892, 
when it declares for Free Trade?

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CLOSE OF THE WAR. 

Brava Deed* of the Army Which 
Marched into the Crimea. 

Tho formally ratified treaty of 
peace was brought to London by 
i Hon. William Stuart, first attache 
to the British embassy at Purls, on 
the 28 th of April, 1856 . Sunday, 
the 4 th of May, was observed ns a 
day of general thanksgiving to Al- 
mighty God for the preservation of 
peace, and on Monday, the 5 th, it 
was formally proclaimed in London, 
with the usual solemnities, says the 
New York Advertiser. Addresses 
to the crown, approving of the 
peace, were carried ia both houses 
of parliament on the evening' of that 
day, and on the 28 th both houses 
cordially voted “thanks to the 
army, navy and marines employed 
In the operations of the late war." 
The feelings entertained toward the 
men who (ought and bled in the 
Crimea by tbe queen, the govern- 
ment and the people of England are 
also placed on record in an excel- 
lent dispatch of Lord Panmure’s, 
which will be perpetuated as long as 
the language exists. 

“Since the period," said the noble 
secretary of war, “when the army 
first quitted tho shores of England 
there has been no vicissitude of war 
which It has not been called upon to 
encounter. It was assailed by 
cholera shortly after it arrived in 
Turkey. Then was proved that 
moral as well ns physical courage 
pervaded Its runks. Led to the 
field, It triumphed in engagements 
in which heavy odds were on the 
enemy’s side. It carried on, under 
difficulties almost incredible, a siego 
of unprecedented duration, In the 
course of which the trying duties of 
the trenches, privations from strait- 
ened supplies and tho fearful dim- 
inution of its numbers from disease 
neither shook its courage nor im- 
paired its discipline. Notwithstand- 
ing that many a gallant comrade 
fell In their ranks and many wore 
called upon to mourn the gallant 
commander who led them frofn Eng- 
land and who closed In the field his 
Doble career os a soldier, her maj- 
esty’s 4rt>ops never flinched from 
their duties nor disappointed the 
•anguiue hopes of the country."
